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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
You Can Help Your Dog 


Let’s give Man’s best friend a break and treat him like 
we should. 

Dog lovers are indignant that it has been necessary to 
shoot several pets this spring, as they were killing poul- 
try and other domestic animals.
